Of this truth I ant fully certain, that the ſame 
divine Spirit which dictated all Scripture Prophecy, 
as well as every other part of ſacred Writ, can give 
to thoſe men God may be pleaſed to appoint ſuch 
inſight into Scripture Predictions as none beſide - 
can conceive of, unleſs bleſſed in the ſame manner.

| To the year 606, add the 1242 years, and' it 
points out A. D. 1848. But take out the 278 
days, and it points out the beginning of 1847. 


So that if 606 was the commencement of the 
Papal Intereſt, 1847 or 1848 will be its ending, oer 
very near that period. But there are others who if 
date the beginning of the Popiſh influence much ll 
earlier than 606, and perhaps with yery good rea- ll 
ſon, for the Apoſtle Paul, in II. Theſ. chap. ii. l 
ſays, that the Mystery of Iniquity was at work when 
he wrote that Epiſtle. And the Apoſtle John, in 
| his firſt Epiſtle, 4th chap. and 3d verſe, ſays, that 
Antichrist was ther in the world. And in his third 
Epiſtle, he tells us * Diotrephes, who loved 
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to have the pre-eminence, and who prated malict- 
onſly againſt the Brethren, and caſt. them out of 
the church. And I fuppoſe his reaſon for it was 


becauſe they would not ſubmit to his ſupremacy.” 
His . Spirit could not bear to be oppoſed. 
On this 


ground it appears to me quite rational to 


ſuppoſe, that this proud infernal Popith Spirit had 
gained mightily before the year A. D. 606. —In 
fact, I have no doubt, but that the Biſhop of Rome 


had formed his plan, and avowed his principles 
long before that year. And though the wicked 
Phocas, the Emperor, did not declare him univerſal 
Biſffop till A. D. 606, yet he had declared himſelf 
ſuch, long before that. By conſulting Fox's acts 
and monuments, pages 116. and 117, and a few 


further on, it is eaſy to be diſcerned, that the 


Popiſh Authority had riſen in Gregory's time to 
a great height indeed, and the many groſs and 
ſcandalous ceremonies. that were then in uſe, toge- 
ther with the enormous power that the Bithops of 
Rome then had, ſeems to me to juſtify the dating 


the commencement of Popery, ſo early as A. D. 
588, to which if we add 1260 prophetic years, it 


pints A. D. 1800. If this be a juſt calculation of 


| ry's commencement; no doubt remains but 
that A. D. 1800, or very near that, will produce 


its total and final overthrow,—I am very ſenſible, 
that many think differently on this ſubject; and 
tell ns that Popery will remain many years longer. 


El would not offend them, nor be too confident 
in my own opinion; but I think with Mr. Flem-

| Hz ſays;—that in January 1789, he had many 


ſerious impreſſions on his mind, and being doubt- 
ful what would be the reſult of them, as he was 


engaged in his buſineſs on a certain day, he ſud- 


denly heard a vice ſaying to him,— Go to 
© AvinGexon, in France. His mind was greatly 
impreſſed with this command, and he tried to 
evade its force, but could not ; and fell in an agony 
on the floor, in which ſituation he lay about half 
an hour; then he aroſe, and went into a parlour 
and endeavoured to compoſe himſelf. But inſtantly 
he heard another voice ſaying to him, — write out 
thy accounts, and provide thyſelf with money. 
Ae inſtantly obeyed the command, and pro- 
ceeded to bufineſs immediately; and felt ſuch an 
energy in n hg it, that he performed more 
in two hours than he uſually did in two days. 
Having ſettled his accounts, and taken ſuch a ſum 
as he thought nece for his journey, juſt as he 
was about to depart, his friend J. W. called on 
him to enquire if he had any thing on his 
mind relative to a j y to Avingnon in France. 
Mr. B. faid he had, — was going that day :— 
to this Mr. W. replied, he could not by that day,

he ſet out and came up with Mr. B. on the paſ. 
ſage from Dover to Calais, he having ſet out before 
him, but was detained by contrary winds till Mr. 
W. came up with him. They embarked together, 
and landed at Calais in two hours, and proceeded 


to Paris in company. When arrived at Paris, they 


went to a perſon's houſe whom Mr. B. knew; here 
they were kindly received and generouſly treated; 
and a kind interpoſition of divine providence it 
appears to have been, for by this time they had 
only three Sous left. After a few days ſtay at this 
citizen's houſe, he generaully and liberally ſupplied 
them with money for the remainder of their jour- 
ney to Avingnon, and told them he had laid by . 
the money he then gave them far his own journey 
to Avingnon, but was now convinced that it was 
they and not him that were called thither. Thus 
farniſhed, they (et out on the next day; and arri 
ved at Avingnon in about three weeks. Here 
they were ignorant of the people, and of their. 
language, and in a great meaſure of the object of 
their journey. But proyidentially they met an 
Engliſhman with whom Mr. B. had a flight ac- 
quaintance. He apcnſted them, and told them, 
they were expected there by ſeven aſſociates who 
had met at Avingnon thirteen years ago, in con- 
ſequence of impreſſions or commands ſimilar to 
thoſe of Meſſrs. B. and W. Theſe ſeven were of 
different nations. One Ruſhan, one Pruſſian, one 
Pole, two French, and two Italians from Rome. 
The Engliſhman introduced them and was their 
interpreter. They were received as brethren— 
and finding they were exhauſted and in an uncom- 
fortable dreſs through traveling ſo far, and had 
again only three Sous left, they furniſhed them 
amply with clothes, and generouſly ſupplied them 
with money. Here they continued ſeven months.

During this period, they had many extraordinary 
communications made to them, not only from tha 
records of the ſociety (which are a daily journal) 

but alſo, through the medium of angels, with 
whom they aſſert they perſonally converſed. They 
ſay likewiſe, that they met regularly every evening 
at 7; and in a familiar manner commemorated the 
death of Chriſt, by eating bread and drinking 
wine.
